HICKORY CORNERS ROAD SOON 

The million and one-quartor road 
bond Ibbuo ot Lake county for Uio 
improvement of county roadB was 
carried In the election Tuesday by 
474 majority. Tabulation of the vote 
shows that 4,541 votes were cast for 
the bond Issue and 4,007 votes 
against It. 

Antloch contributed to this favor- 
able result by giving an affirmative 
Tote that was comparable to highest 
given In any part of the county. Out of 
a total of 174 votes cast In the three 
Antloch precincts 131 of thorn favor- 
ed the bonds, while ouly 43 opposed 
thorn. That shows a majority of 88 
votes for the Issue. A trlflo over 
thTeo out of each four votes wero for 
I the bonds. 

The bonds carried only because of 
the heavy affirmative vote of the 
country towns. Without exception 
the Lake Shore cities and towns op- 
posed the Issue. Waukegan gave a 
negative majority of 792 votes. 1,882 
yoting negatively, with only 1.090 
favoring the bonds. 
• Shields township, which includes 
Lake Forest, Lake Bluff, and part of 
North. Chicago, also gave a negative 
majority of 70 votes. 

Deerfleld. however, voted almost 
three to one for the bonds The 
count there was 368 for and 137 
against. Llbertyvllle also showed an 
affirmative majority of nearly 100 out 
of 860 votes cast. Benton, Grant, and 
Lake Villa also strongly supported 
the bond Issue.

Edward E. Armstrong, 50, was 
found dead In his car In the garage 
of his summer home on the Wiscon- 
sin shore of Cross Lake, one mile 
northeast of Antloch. early Tuesday 
morning' by caretaker L. M. Hughes 
under circumstances that Indicate the 
possibility of suicide or of murder. 

Armstrong, who lives at 1056 Loyo- 
la avenue, Chicago, had been missing 
from Chicago since Monday morning 
and Hughes, at the request of Mrs. 
Armstrong,- had visited the summer] 
home about nine o'clock Monday eve- J 
nlng to determine if Armstrong had 
made an unannounced visit there dur- 
ing the day. At that time he dlscov- 1 
ered no evidence that Armstrong had 
been there, though ho searched every 
room from basement to nttlc. 

However, ho made another visit 
about seven o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, accompanied by G. D. Lewis, car- 
penter, of Antloch.

The eager soul,

days of the making of many books, 
feels almost the same way as did the 
Ancient Mariner. There is a wide 
oceau of literature around one, but 
little of It that satisfies the thirst for 
what Is wholesome and pleasant. 

1 stood before the counter of a 
great news stand In a railway station 
the other day gazing at the array of 
magazines on display. Scores of 
them, there were, with bizarre titles 
and tlamlng covers. I had never be- 
fore realized that there were so 
many magazines In the world. A new 
one seems to be coming out every 
day. I picked them up and opened 
the pages one by one. Cheap, morbid, 
mclo-dramntlc, badly written most of 
them. One comes nway from the 
reading of them with a bad taste In 
Ills mouth. The time spent In read- 
Ihg them Is mostly wasted time. 

There Is n great flood of rending 
matter surrounding us these days. 
The Sunday newspaper, for illustra- 
tion, bought at your door for a dime, 
covers n hundred pages or more, and 
yet when you ore through with It you 
often ask yourself where you have 
gotten? 

You will recall that Lincoln walked 
miles to borrow a book n hundred 
years ago or so, but when he got It, 
it was something which stimulated 
his ambition, tired Ills courage, set 
for htm a goal In life, and made him 
happier. Much that Is read today 
does none of these things for the 
reader. 

Henry Van Dyke, In an Introduction 
to tho poetry of Tennyson written n 
good many years ago, says«In speak- 
ing of the purpose and influence of 
poetry that it Is "to convey to the 
mind a message which shall lift him 
up above himself and make him not 
only happier but better. . . . And 
only of those men who can bring a 
meaning into life, touch It with glory 
and link It to Immortality, will the 
world say, 'These are my great 
poets/ " 

It Is this same function which lit- 
erature should perform, I believe. We 
should be better prepared for the com- 
mon every day tasks of life from our 
reading of Action and biography and 
philosophy. Heading should make us 
more cheerful, give us greater cour- 
age, higher Ideals, more definite pur- 
j poses, stronger ambition. It should 
i make us more sympathetic, more re- 
fined, more sensitive to beauty, better 
and broader and more thoughtful men 
and women. If It does not do some 
or all of these things, It has fallen 
short of Its best purpose. 
Could anyone read "The Newcomes" 
j without being uplifted by tho char- 
* [ acter of the old colonel? Stevenson 
gives us romance. Scott stimulates us 
to adventure, George ICllot shows us 
the value of sacrifice. I never read 
tho blogruphy of Andrew Carnegie 
without realizing what courage and" 
determination and hard work can ac- 
complish. It Is such books as these 
that we should rend but only too few 
of them nre written todav.

The Vanished Editor 

OHN of n family remarkable for 
luj learning— IiIh father being pro- 
fessor of languages In a number of 
ffiNcges nnd his mother »n nuthor 
of mora ilmn ordinary note— It was 
not strange Mint Samuel Stlllmnn 
Connnt should choose llterutiire as his 
life work and that he should, shortly 
nflor his return from Helclelhurg, hay? 
boqn npjiolnteil editor of llurper's 
Weekly. 

As the years passed, Connnt's future 
appeared to grow more und more 
bright. Married to a woman who was 
congenial In the extreme, with n son* 
who was rapld|y approaching man- 
hood und the position of editor of one 
of the leading periodicals In the coun- 
try, no cloud seemed to threaten the 
financial, business, or marital sky so 
far us the* (Junnnts were concerned. 
Hut, suddenly, with the swiftness of 
the proverbial bolt from the blue, 
came a strange occurence which forty- 
live years have failed to explain. 

On the evening of Thursday, Janu- 
ary l. r », 1885, Mr. Conant visited the 
Authors' club In New York, "chatted 
with a number of persons present and 
appeared to he In the best of health 
and spirits. To several of them ho 
mentioned the fact that he Intended 
to spend the week-end In Albany, N. 
Y», with an editor whom he desired to 
see and be was going to take his son 
with him. The following morning, Fri- 
day, be arose ns usual, told bis son to 
tie ready to leave late Mint afternoon, 
and went down to bis office, where he 
superintended the final makeup of the 
next week's Issue. Then, with a 
cheery "Good-night — I'll see you Mon- 
day afternoon,? Sonant stepped out of 
the front door of the ofllci. — and van- 
pushed I 

As the hours passed and no word 
was received from him at home. Mrs^ 
Conant began to be alarmed, particu- 
larly since her husband bad always 
heen careful to advise her of any al- 
teration In his plans. Hut even the 
police were unable to discover any- 
thing until the following Wednesday, 
when a man entered a pawnshop at 
Coney Island, and borrowed $. r i on a 
watch which young Conant Inter Iden- 
tified as belonging to his father, and 
also called attention to the fact that 
the description of the man who had 
pawned the Jewelry tallied very close- 
ly with that of the missing editor him- 
self. The receipt for the loan was 
signed with the name "T. P. Stevens" 
— a circumstance which wns consid- 
ered of extreme Importance, since 
"T. P." were the Initials of Connnt's 
son and "Stevens" was Mrs. Connnt's 
maiden name. 

Tbe only Information obtainable, 
however, was that tbe man who bad 
pawned the watch had spent the pre- 
vious night upon tbe bench at Coney 
Island and had made friends with a 
storekeeper nearby, who bad Invited 
him to supper on the following eve- 
ning." After the meal was over the 
man had chatted for about an hour 
and then, with the statement that ha 
was Samuel .Stlllmnn Conant, editor of 
Harper's Weekly and that he had 
to catch the seven o'clock- train for 
Brooklyn, he had vanished again Into 
tbe night. 

This, of course, changed the entire 
working plnn of the police who. up 
to this time, had been proceeding 
along the theory thut Conant had 
heen murdered. But, even with the 
clews at lifinU; they wore unable to 
llnd a further trace of the missing 
editor. 
About a week Inter, one of Counm's 
/friends, n man who had known him 
for years and who was certain of hls i 
Identification, reported that he had 
seen the editor coming out of a hotel 
In Fulton street. Brooklyn, nnd. that, 
when he had attempted to detain him, 
tho other had broken away with the 
curt exclamation: , 

"Don't you see I'm In n hurry? Be- 
sides, tbe whole thing Is nobody's 
business 1" 

Private detectives were Immediately 
turned loose on this new clew but 
they, like the police, succeeded In .dis- 
covering uothlng save that it man who 
answered to Connnt's description bad 
Fpent the' previous night or two at a 
hotel in Long Island city— leaving 
there only an hour before tho detec- 
tives arrived. That was tho last that 
was ever heard of Connnt, though 
wild reports that he had been located 
continued to como In from various 
parti of tho country for. years after- 
wards. Samuel Stlllmnn Conant, bow- 
ever, bod disappeared— completely and 
entirely— und bis name occupies a 
prominent plnce on tho "Book of tho 
Missing." alongside those of Dorothy 
Arnold, Charley Boss. Dorsey Fouitz 
and other whoso whereabouts are still 
i mystery.

IN 1 1 IS hunting trip to Kenya and 
Uganda provinces In British East 
Africa, the prince of Wales, like 
most other hunters In that region 
of the world, made his headquarters 
at Nairobi, capital of Kenya colony. 
Tho largest shops In town cater to the 
sportsman, and natives In the vicinity 
earn n livelihood as "safari hoys," 
those who bear the supplies for the 
hunting, parties. Specially equipped 
nutos now follow the Jungle trails 
nnd one may purchase n different type 
of gun to hunt each variety of animal. 
In Its early days Nairobi was known 
ns "the tin town of East Africa," be- 
cause of Its houses and shops con- 
structed of tin nnd corrugated Iron. 
Handsome stone structures have gen- 
erally replaced those earlier buildings. 
Wide, paved streets have supplanted 
dirt roads. Automobiles mingle with 
bicycles and Jinrickshas drawn by na- 
tives. Nairobi Is tho capital of Urlt- 
Ish East Africa and Its attractive gov- 
ernment buildings nnd large hotels 
give tho city a cosmopolitan touch. 
The government of the city Is vested 
In an elected council. Women huve a 
municipal vote. 

The climate of Nairobi .resembles a 
perpetual Indian summer. Therefore 
plant life nourishes. Native English 
Horn transplanted to Nairobi grows 
hardily. Gardens of hollyhocks and 
pinks and masses' of roses make the 
suburbs resemble an English country- 
side. 

Most of the whites In Nairobi nre 
English. The nntlve population con- 
sists mainly of the Klkuyu, n mild 
mannered, agreeable people, and tbe 
Masai, once the most famous warrior 
tribe of East Africa. The bulk of tho 
trade Is In tho hands of the East In- 
dians, of whom there nre several thou- 
sand In the city. 

Venerable Land. 
Though Kenya calls Itself the new- 
est of the British colonies. It Is one 
of the oldest lands of the earth. 
Theodore Roosevelt, In speaking of 
bis African hunting trip, said that the 
Masai often reminded him of tbe pic- 
tures of the soldiers of Tbotbmes and 
Jlnmcscs made by tho ancient Egyp- 
tian sculptors, In that tbler faces 
were resolute and had clear-cut fea- 
tures. The same noted traveler said 
of this tribe that though tho women 
were scrupulously clothed, "tbe hus- 
bands and brothers, very ostentatious- 
ly wear no clothing for. purposes of 
decency." 

Still Hunt "Sacred Book." 
Tho. Qflilinfli though they are now 
of llttlo Importance either politically 
or economically, take great pride In 
their pnst. They say that they once 
had n sacred book, like the RIble or 
tbe Koran, but a cow ate It, nnd not 
being certain about tho particular ani- 
mal. In their search they nre still 
opening the stomach of every cow that 
dies. 

The most effective weapon of tho' 
Masai and Andorobq Is the arrow 
which they poison with the Acocan- 
thcrn Schlmpcrl. a small tree. They 
boll the leaves and branches until the 
mixture becomes thick and pitch-like: 
in appearance, nnd place it on sheets 
of bark which they hldo high on tho 
branches of trees away from the chil- 
dren, until It Is needed. When un mil- 
mal Is shot with an arrow dipped In 
the poison, It dies almost Immediately. 
The natives cut out tho flesh around 
tho wound as soon ns possible and 
throw It away. The remainder Is 
eaten and the blood Is drunk. This 
love of blood ns an article of food Is 
common among many African tribes, 
several of them going so far as to 
bleed their cattle and drink tho blood 
hot or mix It with their porridge. 

Tbe mixed breed known ns Swnhllls, 
who live along the coast of tho main- 
land and among tho thousand-and-one 
representatives of other peoples of tbe 
world to he found In Zanzibar, have 
one claim to prominence among Kanya 
tribes— tholr language Is the one In 
common use In tho colony. If one 
speaks Swahlll he can find somo one 
to converse with him froai Natal to 
Aden and from Mombasa to the 
Congo. 

Uganda, -'westward, of, .and farther 
Inland than -Kenya." Is a land whore 
80 years ago natives and wild ani- 
mals roamed at will, seldom seen: by 
. the white man. Now tho protectorate 



Is nn Important source of Britain's 
cotton. 

' Land of Cotton. 

Hemmed In from the sea by Kenya 
colony on the east, the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Sudan on the north. Lake Vic- 
toria nnd Tanganyika territory on the 
south, and tbe Jungles of the Belgian 
Congo on tho west, the protectorate, 
which Is about twice the size of New 
York state, has become self-support- 
ing. And 00 per cent of Uganda's 
exports nre cotton. 

The cotton crop In 100.*i yielded 
nbout 3oO bales. Now more than 
200,000 bales are produced nnnually. 
It is not the white population but the 
black, woolly-headed, flat-nosed na- 
tives who are the Uganda "cotton 
barons." There nre about 1.800 white 
Inhabitants among n total population 
of more than .'1,000,000. Many of lbs 
whites nre experts who operate ?x- 
perlmentnl farms and Instruct the na- 
tives In cotton culture. 'More than a 
half-million acres of cotton-growing 
land nre tended by the tribesmen. In 
eastern Uganda, where the best cot- 
ton Is grown, native chiefs have largo 
holdings. Their tribesmen take keen 
Interest In small plantations, some of 
which nre smaller than Imlf an acre. 
-One outlet of the protectorate to 
the sea Is through ports on Luke Vic- 
toria where lake boats transport 
freight to Klsumu, British East Af- 
rica, the western terminus of tho 
Uganda railway that does not touch 
the land for which- It wns named. 
Freight may nlso move by rail from 
the lake, 02 miles north to Nama- 
sngall; the head of steamboat triifllc 
on the Nile. A branch railway line 
to tbe protectorate from the railways 
of Kenya has also been constructed. 
Mombasa, nt tho eastern eud of the 
Kenya railroad systeai. Is Uganda's 
Indian ocean port. 

Cities Replace Native Huts. 
Where small native villages once 
stood, the traveler now sees prosper- 
ous towns. Entebbe, the- capital, Is a 
beautiful little town of bungalows sur- 
rounded liy well-kept lawns bordering 
wide streets, shaded from tbe tropical 
sun by huge trees. It occupies u pen- 
insula almost surrounded by tbe blue 
water of Lake Victoria. 

The' government house Is a gabled 
bungalow overlooking the lake. Save 
for n little business carried on In the 
Indian bazaars and the arrival of lake 
boats at the pier twice a week, En- 
tebbe Is quiet. It suggests a summer 
resort rather than tho seat of govern- 
ment of a large, prosperous colony. 
Although the capital Is little more than 
a stone's throw from the equator. Its 
climate Is not unpleasant. The ther- 
mometer reaches 115 degrees by day 
but the nights nre cool, the mercury 
sometimes dropping us low ns 50 de- 
grees. 

Contrary to popular opinion that 
central Africa Is Junglebound. Ugnndn 
has a large" network of roads linking 
up various trade centers. On tho 
roads between Important towns It Is 
not uncommon to see natives riding 
bicycles nnd driving pleasure automo- 
biles and motor trucks. And beside 
the rond, modern steel plows are often 
seen turnU* the soil that only a few 
years ago hud never been touched by 
anything but tho crudest Implements 
From illnja ' one can see Mount 
Elgon rising more than 1 1.000 feet. 
In Uganda- It Is surpassed In height 
only by Uuwenzorl, on the western 
border, which Is more than 2,000 feet 
higher. 

Natives Accept Civilization. 
There are numerous tribes In Ugan- 
da but It Is tho Buganda natives with 
whom tho traveler usually comes In 
contact. Tho forests of the west are 
Inhabited by pigmies. Lions, leopards, 
monkeys, hlppopotnmuses nnd ele- 
phants nro still to be found there. 
Tho Bugnndu nntlves nro Intelligent, 
nnd according to the missionaries, easy 
to convert. 

Both men and women usually wear 
a wide, cotton cloth, sometimes bright- 
ly 'colored, draped about their bodies 
from the shoulders to tho kneeB. Tho 
cloth worn by n native may have been 
mado from tho raw product of .his own 
plantation, nfter having been woven 
in the mills at Manchester, England. 
Tall, clumsily built and ugly, the men 
are brave, polite to travelers,, and 
happy. The women, while- not bcni'.tl- 
ful, usually wear n smile rather thou 
tho glum countenanco of somo.of iheli 
neighboring sisters.
